Applicant discussed the 1 12(1 ) new matter rejection about the negative limitation, 
'without encountering an egress to an external surface of the membrane', and pointed 
out that "if alternative elements are positively recited in the specification, they may be 
explicitly excluded in the claims." (MPEP 2173.05(i)). Applicant also argued that the 
references teach multiple egress points, and therefore, would not read on this limitation 
of the claim. 

However, in the Examiner's opinion, addition of this limitation as an amendment 
to overcome the references makes it a critical element, but such criticality is not 
disclosed in the specification as pointed out in the rejection. There is also no literal 
disclosure in the specification supporting this limitation. The references teach multiple 
egress conduits, but include egress conduits at the ends, and egress conduits limited to 
just at the ends is obvious from the teachings of the references.
